T the banquet given by the Faculty of. the 


University Thursday evening to the news- 


paper men of the State, the latter wereTtreated'to 
a novel experience. Although the ..guests of the 
evening, and therefore presumably exempt, ad- 
vantage wa., taken of the opportunity by a few 
members of the legal fraternity to administer a 
lecture to the scribes and incidentally to tell them 
how a newspaper should be run to be hi accord 
with the ideas of a disciple of Blackstone. 


Some of .the criticisms were palpably the re- 


sult of personar feeling, and .in defiance of the 
rules of good taste tlie speakers found thernselves 
unable to forego the opportunity to administer 
a rebuke for injuries, real or fancied, done; them 
by the press in which they felt that the proper 
respect was not paid to the dignity of the calling 
of which the happened to be exemplars, for it is a 
well known fact in the. inner circles of the news- 
paper "ganctum" that no part of the community, 
is so sensitive to criticism ;as -the members of the 
bench and bar, notwithstanding their professed 
iinperviousness and lofty indifference. 
On the 


other hand, npne^.arc sp susceptible to,flattery.. 
Next to the spring poet, they'are tlie most pes- 
tiferous seekers; -after, newspaper notoriety with 
which the news'pa'per mari has to; contend, :but not: 
one: of them confess to the weakness. Who can 
corripiite the legal lights ;who are indebted to .the,- 
newspapers for the prominence the)'' enjoy.' L,et' 
the press praise the conduct of a notable.case and 
the fortune of the attorney is made. Let • hini be 
ignored or adversely criticised and however ca- 
pable, he may struggle for years to attain the .po- 
sition to which he is elevated in almost a day b> 
the'fulcrum of the press. The lawyer shoiikl'bc 
the last man to cast a stone at the newspaper 
man. 


Again, much that was said has foundation in 


fact. Being mortal, the newspaper man is "prone 
to err," even when actuated by hbnd-'but the-best 
of intentions, in his ideas of what'is news;;aiid 
•what is not. But the same criticism :can' W ap- 
plied to a judge or an attorney 'in^ far greater 
measure in considering what is 'eoitipetent'evi- 
clencc and what is not in' a case','submitted 'to 
them.1 ;'• If''there is no excuse, for the newspaper 
man in the hurry and tension 'of 'modern newspa- 
per life, what shall we say of rthe jirdge Av'ho-talkes 
as much as six months to weigh the evidence in 
a simple case before venturing' to give his: bpinidtr 
and then has 'that carefully-considered1 decisidrtr-fe- 
verscd by a higher court? What shall we's'a:j' ot 
the attorney, who, for a fee, will" take Either1 side 
of a question and prevail upon his'ciient that lie 
has more than an even chance to eva'cle tlie -law 
on a technicali!\?? 'It cannot be' .svfc'cessful-ly De- 
nied that newspaper inch are largely influenced 
in their opinions on matters of public moment by 
their advertising columns, and as it'is considered 


liriprofessiortal for lawyers to advertise, it may be 
true tliat a majority of the scribes do not feel it 
^incumbent upon "them to fall down and worship 
at the shrine of the man who is not represented 
on the1 records of the business office. But it can 
be stated without fear of contradiction that the1 


newspaper man annually gives away in free ad- 
"vertising and "boosts" more than the entire legal 
fraternity of, the community does in a decade 
It 


may be true, as stated, that there may be editors 
who do not full> appreciate the power they wield 
in "moulding public opinion." Familiarity with 
the weakness and foibles'of mankind naturally 
tenet to deaden his appreciation of the full effects 


V of his written words,.but even so they are rarely 


given as the unalterable opinion of the writer am .-'. 
as fixed as the,laws of Medes and Persians. It 
is the..ambition of ; every repaitable newspaper 
man to have his paper' reflect as neiarly as possi- 
ble the daily procession of happenings as they 
•pass vbefore...his vision—it Js for. the.reader to - 
-weigh their effdcts on; the"-Community or the com-" . 
monwealth. The editor frankly states his opinion, . 
or withholds: expression as he sees fit, and leaves 
his'teaders to drawitherr^own^onclusions. No 
pains are spared tp^iaye the report absolutely cor- 
rect ;and there jrf a-tfons'tantf confli^^ 
orial rooms, to as far as possible "eliminate tfjie .,• 
element of' personal bias. Every newspaper is..- 
guided^by 'a poljcys^d tfiafc policy:!is: |& study ftie. 
tastes of. its readers and give them* what they-;..; 
want as far as'it is consistent, in the judgment of 
the editor for those tastes to be gratified. In so 
far he is a "moulder of public opinion" and no.
